Inasmuch as the offices of the local 


officials of the railroad refuse to give 
any details of the affair, the explana- 
tion of the situation was secured from 
the men, themselves. They declare 
£hat all has not been satisfactory be- 
£ween them .and the company since 
if st year'-Hsiieri' the men were organiz- 
ffi by representatives of Union Labor. 
sj THe men declare they asked 'for an 
increase in wages, recognition of their 
organization and better working con- 
ditions generally, several times in tho 
jjjast year, and presented formal de- 
mands to the company on July 21st. 
Since that time some 12 or 15 men, 
mostly foremen on different parts of 
the road, were summarily dismissd, 
the men claiming that it was because 
of their activities as representatives 
of the organization. 


The forma! demands are said to 


ask for an average of 15 per cent in- 
crease in wages and general better 
working conditions. Representatives 
of the men had been negotiating with

R R. & P. Section Gangs/Electricians, 


Signal' Men and Others Demand

Some two hundred local- men em- 


ployed as ; section men, -electricians, 
carpenters, signal men and others in 
the engineering department of the B. 
R. & P. railroad are idle today, hav 
ing gone out on- strike at noon yes- 
terday when demand^ for better work- 
ing conditions they -presented "to the 
company oh' July 2lst were' refused. 
Local officials of the road refuse to 
admit that they have alstrike on their 
hands, but the representatives of the 
men declare that more than 600 men 
all along the system are out. 


Last night the strike was given the 


official 
endosement of the 
Central 


Trades and Labor Council. 


Inasmuch as the offices of the local 


officials of the railroad refuse to give 
any details of the affair, the explana- 
tion of the situation was secured from 
the men, themselves. They declare 
£hat all has not been satisfactory be- 
£ween them .and the company since 
if st year'-Hsiieri' the men were organiz- 
ffi by representatives of Union Labor. 
sj THe men declare they asked 'for an 
increase in wages, recognition of their 
organization and better working con- 
ditions generally, several times in tho 
jjjast year, and presented formal de- 
mands to the company on July 21st. 
Since that time some 12 or 15 men, 
mostly foremen on different parts of 
the road, were summarily dismissd, 
the men claiming that it was because 
of their activities as representatives 
of the organization. 


The forma! demands are said to 


ask for an average of 15 per cent in- 
crease in wages and general better 
working conditions. Representatives 
of the men had been negotiating with 
the officials of the railroad for several 
weeks without result and declare that 
twice within the past month, officials 
of the Federal department of labor 
visited the railroad headquarters at 
Rochester in an effort to bring ^lbout 
an amicable settlement of the strain- 
ed conditions without trouble, 
but 


evidently failed.
